610  babies  received  !  11,729  days  of  Hospital  treat- 
ment given  !  and  in  a  half  dozen  words  you  have  the 
history  of  the  Babies'  Wards  for  the  past  year.  And 
yet,  because  absolutely  no  idea  of  their  real  work  can 
be  gathered  from  a  few  figures,  because  the  saving  of 
a  baby's  life  can  in  no  wise  be  represented  by  Case 
No.  I,"  each  year  we  give  a  half  hour  to  the  true 
history  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  which  must  be  read 
between  these  short  lines.  Let  us  think  for  a  moment 
what  one  day's  serious  illness  of  "the  baby"  at  home 
means,  and  try  to  realize  for  what  11,729  Hospital  days 
stand.  Picture  the  countless  visits  of  the  most  skilful 
physicians,  the  days  and  nights  of  trained  nursing  ; 
the  food,  clothing,  medicine,  and  appliances  needed  ; 
the  time,  thought  and  strength  to  be  given  by  the 
women  who  must  raise  the  thousands  of  dollars  required 
to  provide  all  these  ;  the  generosity  of  rich  and  poor 
through  whose  gifts  this  alone  can  be  accomplished  ! 
The  best  efforts  of  hundreds  of  helpers  from  every 
sphere  of  life  are  needed  to  make  the  Babies'  Wards 
what  they  are  striving  to  become — and  so  we  ask  your 
patience  for  this  yearly  summary  of  work  accomplished 
and  planned. 
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While  these  Wards  exist  first  to  cure  the  sick,  to 
overcome  deformity,  to  alleviate  suffering,  their  educa- 
tional work  has  always  seemed  to  the  world  at  large 
quite  as  important  as  their  philanthropic  intent.  A  most 
gratifying  testimony  to  this  fact  has  been  the  recent 
adoption  by  another  Hospital  for  young  children  of  our 
Steam  Sterilizer  for  disinfecting  clothing,  bedding,  fur- 
niture, *c.,  designed  by  one  of  our  surgeons.  Dr.  Theo- 
dore Dunham,  and  erected  under  his  supervision  over 
a  year  ago  for  the  use  of  the  Babies'  Wards.  In  past 
reports  we  have  described  what  they  have  done  for  the 
hundreds  of  physicians  from  far  and  wide,  who,  in  con- 
stantly changing  procession,  have  thronged  the  Wards 
to  study  there  every  detail  of  infantile  disease.  Now 
that  the  Wards  are,  we  trust,  firmly  established  in  their 
new  home,  we  have  felt  that  new  branches  of  work 
should  be  taken  up,  and  that  important  as  the  cure  of 
disease  is,  we  should  begin  to  strive  for  a  higher 
object  yet,  its  prevention.  And  so  a  committee  of  able 
women  has  been  started  to  study  the  problem  of  how 
we  could  reach  the  mothers  of  our  little  patients,  how 
we  could  influence  their  home  surroundings,  so  impor- 
tant a  factor  in  their  lives.  A  large  proportion  of  in- 
fant suffering  is  caused  by  the  ignorance,  the  careless- 
ness, and  even  the  criminality  of  the  parents.  While 
it  is  quite  true,  that  "  to  cure  an  adult,  you  must  treat 
him  when  he  is  a  baby,"  it  is  also  true  that  we  must 
carry  the  treatment  even  further  back,  and  begin  the 
cure  often  with  the  parents  before  him.  A  most  care- 
ful set  of  "  Instructions  for  Mothers  "  has,  therefore, 
been  prepared  by  one  of  the  physicians  of  the  Babies' 
Wards,  taking  up  proper  feeding,  cleanliness,  ventila- 
tion, etc.,  and  giving  simple  rules  as  to  the  best  way 
in  which  certain  diseases,  which  attack  the  children  of 
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the  poor  in  overwhelming  numbers,  may  be  avoided, 
or  treated  by  the  mothers  in  their  earliest  stage. 
Through  the  efforts  of  our  Committee,  these  instruc- 
tions, translated  into  German  and  Italian,  have  been 
printed  on  large  cards,  prepared  ready  to  be  hung  up 
in  the  tenement  house  "  living  room,"  and  a  copy  is 
given  the  mother  of  each  child  leaving  the  Hospital. 
This  Committee  has  also  prepared,  after  i  nsultation 
with  the  Charity  Organization,  a  most  careful  plan  for 
visiting  the  family  of  each  baby  as  soon  as  it  is  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital.  A  regular  visitor  is  to  be  em- 
ployed, who  will  study  the  homes  of  our  patients,  and 
by  ascertaining  their  surroundings,  which  in  many 
cases  have  produced  the  disease,  enable  our  doctors 
not  only  to  cure,  but  to  give  such  advice  as  may  pre- 
vent future  recurrence  of  trouble.  Instruction  as  to 
the  proper  clothing — both  summer  and  winter — is  given 
the  mothers,  and  no  baby  is  allowed  to  leave  the  Wards 
with  such  lack  of  garments  as  might  bring  on  again 
the  Pneumonia  from  which  it  has  just  recovered. 
Many  of  our  parents  are  so  exceedingly  poor  that  a 
complete  wardrobe  must  be  supplied  by  us  for  the 
little  one  to  be  discharged,  and  an  appeal  here  is  made 
for  half-worn  clothing,  including  outside  garments, 
shoes,  stockings,  etc.,  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  All 
sizes,  for  children  four  months  to  four  years,  are  needed. 

But  our  work  of  education  does  not  stop  here. 
When  our  beautiful  new  Wards,  over  which  so  much 
loving  thought  had  been  spent,  were  opened,  it  was 
suggested  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  them 
fresh  and  clean,  if  the  parents  of  our  little  patients, 
many  of  them  ragged,  unkempt,  coming  from  the 
very  poorest  tenements,  were  allowed  to  visit  them 
regularly.    And  yet  the  mother  love  often  beats  with 
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as  strong  a  pulse  under  the  faded  calico  as  under 
silken  attire,  and  we  felt  that  the  closest  connections 
shoul  i  always  be  kept  up  between  the  baby  tempo- 
rarily confided  to  Hospital  care  and  its  natural  guar- 
dians. Then  we  could  but  hope  that  constant  visits 
to  our  Wards,  spotlessly  clean,  light,  airy,  and  under 
the  charge  of  nurses  upon  whom  the  lesson  of  gentle- 
ness is  continually  impressed,  might  help  the  parents 
in  their  feeble  struggles  toward  something  better  for 
their  children.  Yet  we  must  protect,  as  far  as  possible, 
our  little  ones  from  the  dirt  and  contagion  often  lurk- 
ing in  the  houses  from  which  their  visitors  come.  So 
a  year  ago,  a  dressing-room  was  prepared  on  the  base- 
ment floor,  supplied  with  running  water,  towels,  soap, 
whisk  brooms,  etc.  Here  each  parent  is  taken  upon 
entering  the  building  on  visiting  days,  carefuUy 
"  brushed  off  "  by  an  experienced  attendant,  and  sup- 
plied with  water  and  towels  when  needed,  on  the 
ground  that  "  babies  must  only  be  touched  by  clean 
hands."  A  clean  calico  domino  is  then  put  on  over 
the  clothing  of  father  and  mother  alike,  covering  from 
head  to  foot,  and  used,  as  is  carefully  explained  to 
them,  in  order  to  protect,  if  possible,  the  baby  from 
the  mischievous  "  disease  germs."  At  first  the  plan 
called  forth  the  strongest  remonstrances,  but  it  has 
been  steadily  persevered  in,  and  now  it  is  really  touch- 
ing to  hear  how  the  more  intelligent  parents  will  ex- 
plain to  the  new  comers,  "  that  people  should  always 
have  clean  hands  and  clothes  when  they  come  near 
sick  babies." 

For  the  better  instruction  of  the  trained  nurses 
studying  in  our  Wards,  a  most  valuable  series  of  "Clin- 
ical Notes  for  Nurses  of  the  Babies'  Wards,"  with 
reference  to  special  points  to  be  noticed  in  the  medi- 
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cal  and  surgical  nursing  of  sick  babies  has  been  pre- 
pared by  Drs.  Caille  and  Abbe,  and  printed  by  the 
Nursing  Committee  in  pamphlet  form.  It  contains  many 
suggestions  of  importance  to  mothers  as  well  as  nurses, 
and  can  be  procured  of  the  Head  Nurse  of  the  Babies' 
Wards.  During  the  past  year  our  Publication  Com- 
mittee have  issued  monthly  a  small  sheet,  "  Our 
Babies,"  started  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  friends 
of  the  Wards  informed  of  items  of  special  interest 
concerning  our  work.  From  time  to  time  articles  on  , 
the  care  and  nursing  of  sick  children,  prepared  by  the 
best  physicians,  will  appear,  from  which  it  is  hoped 
mothers  may  gain  much  information. 

Even  our  babies  have  not  been  neglected  in  our 
educational  plans.  Many  of  our  cases,  specially  sur- 
gical, require  for  their  complete  cure  a  long  stay  in 
the  Wards.  The  incessant  care  needed  by  the  very 
sick  takes  so  much  of  the  time  of  the  nurses,  that 
little  is  left  for  amusing  the  convalescents,  while  with 
seven  Wards  to  be  visited  daily,  and  seven  days  in  each 
week,  if  our  Sunbeam  League  were  four  times  as  large 
as  at  present,  its  visitors  would  not  "go  round."  A 
modified  Kindergarten  for  the  convalescents  seemed  to 
be  what  was  most  needed.  One  of  our  managers  took 
up  the  subject  with  enthusiasm,  provided  the  neces- 
sary materials,  and  was  successful  in  interesting  Miss 
Hassels,  a  fine  Kindergartner,  so  warmly  that  she 
offered  to  give  her  services  twice  a  week.  A  young 
lady  friend  of  the  Wards,  who  has  studied  the  methods 
somewhat,  has  also  held  a  class  one  or  two  mornings 
of  each  week.  We  cannot  expect  that  Miss  Hassels 
will  give  her  valuable  time  indefinitely,  and  yei  the 
good  accomplished,  the  happiness  given  the  little  ones, 
is  so  great,  that  we  are  most  anxious  to  continue  the 
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work  permanently.  Those  willing  either  to  devote  some 
time  to  a  Kindergarten  class,  or  furnish  small  sums  of 
money,  are  requested  to  write  to  Miss  Palmer,  No.  ii 
West  50th  Street.  The  chief  excitement  formerly  of 
visiting  days  was  the  thought  of  what  present  "  mother 
would  bring."  It  is  touching  now  to  see  the  delight 
with  which  the  children  offer  to  father  or  mother,  or 
sister,  on  Sundays,  the  "gift"  which  their  tiny  trem- 
bling fingers  have  prepared  during  the  week. 

A  glimpse  of  some  of  the  new  branches  of  work 
taken  up  during  the  past  year  has  been  given  and 
yet,  after  all,  the  history  of  the  Babies'  Wards  must 
be  largely  the  history  of  the  babies  themselves.  It  is 
only  when  each  child  is  known  individually,  its  every 
surrounding  carefully  looked  into,  its  very  life  strug- 
gled for  by  doctors  and  nurses,  as  if — for  the  moment 
at  least — it  were  the  only  baby  in  the  world,  that  the 
best  results  can  be  reached.  When  we  say  that  though 
610  children  have  been  treated  during  the  past  year, 
involving  hundreds  of  surgical  operations,  many  of 
great  severity,  yet  the  death  rate  has  been  but  twenty 
per  cent.,  those  familiar  with  institutions  for  young 
children  will  realize  that  this  has  only  been  achieved 
by  doing  our  utmost  to  furnish  every  patient  in  our 
Wards  as  skilful  and  conscientious  medical  care  and 
nursing  as  if  it  had  been  "  a  private  case."  Since  the 
story  of  the  Wards,  therefore,  is  the  story  of  each  baby 
life  therein,  a  few  details,  taken  at  random  from  hun- 
dreds equally  interesting,  are  given. 

A  stranger  passing  through  the  Hospital  sees  many 
little  ones  in  their  tiny  rocking  or  reclining  chairs, 
busy  with  doll  or  picture  book,  and  others  gay  with 
pink  or  blue  wrappers  lying  in  their  cribs,  but  seldom 
failing  to  respond  to  a  kind  word  with  a  bright  smile, 
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or  the  pathetic  outstretched  baby  arms— and  often 
says  :  "  How  well  they  all  look.  It  hardly  seems  like 
an  Hospital."  But  let  us  show  you  the  past  of  some 
of  our  patients. 

Who  is  this  odd  little  creature  in  the  bassinette 
next  us,  now  shrieking  with  laughter  and  flinging  about 
its  tiny  arms  and  legs  till  he  looks  like  an  animated 
windmill,  then  in  a  second  straightening  himself  out, 
and  assuming  such  an  expression  of  portentous  gravity 
that  one  is  sure  if  he  only  could  speak,  it  would  be 
with  the  wisdom  of  ages  ?  It  is  Leo — the  clown  of  the 
Wards — as  a  visitor  calls  him — yet  the  youngest  of 
clowns  surely,  for  only  six  months  have  passed  over 
his  little  head,  though  it  is  decorated  already  with  a 
profuse  growth  of  black  hair.  His  parents  are  Russian 
Jews  with  probably  a  touch  of  the  Kalmuck,  as  his 
strangely  shaped  eyes,  scarcely  more  than  oblique  slits, 
sliow.  When  he  was  first  brought  to  the  Wards,  ema- 
ciated to  a  degree  by  that  scourge  of  infants  of  the 
poor  medically  known  as  gastro-enteritis,  with  eyes  of 
the  strangest  hue,  with  each  long  black  hair  standing 
out  in  a  different  direction,  and  with  tiny  features 
twisted  into  an  expression  absolutely  diabolic,  he  was 
at  once  saluted  by  a  nurse  as  the  "  Evil  Genius."  But 
when,  after  many  trials,  the  proper  food  was  at  last 
found  for  him,  when  weeks  of  tender  care,  good  nursing, 
sunbaths,  etc.,  had  been  given,  lo,  the  "  evil  genius  " 
had  developed  into  the  most  comical  of  babies,  the 
pet  and  pride  of  all.  The  "  Tartar  "  has  retired,  and 
the  jolly  little  Russian  baby,  plump  and  active,  will 
shortly  return  to  his  grateful  parents. 

Here  is  little  two-year  old  Charley,  who,  as  he 
comes  up,  gives  a  gentle  pull  to  your  dress,  and  calls 
out,  "  Don't  you  want  to  see  how  I  can  run  ?"  You 


look  carefully  and  exclaim,  "What  a  darling!"  So 
soft  and  refined  looking,  attractive  with  all  his  winning 
ways,  with  golden  hair  but  dark  intelligent  eyes,  full 
of  fun,  yet  the  sunniest  disposition,  trotting  about  the 
Wards  he  will  so  shortly  leave,  you  would  hardly  im- 
agine his  condition  a  few  months  ago.  The  father  was 
out  of  work,  the  mother  with  nine  children  to  look 
after,  one  a  tiny  baby,  could  give  little  nursing  to 
Charley,  who  was  partially  paralyzed,  and  had  never 
been  able  to  walk.  When  an  attempt  was  made  to 
bend  his  legs  or  even  to  rub  them,  he  moaned  with 
pain,  and  in  a  short  time  longer,  if  uncared  for,  he 
would  undoubtedly  have  joined  the  great  army  of 
"  hopeless  cases,"  though  he  might  have  lived  for  years 
a  perfect  cripple.  Most  careful  and  intelligent  massage, 
use  of  electricity,  proper  nourishment,  etc.,  began  to 
work  wonders.  After  some  weeks  he  could  walk  a  little 
by  help  of  an  aiding  hand  on  each  side  ;  much  patient 
care  was  needed.  His  progress  created  great  excitement 
in  the  Innocenti  Ward,  and  it  was  a  positive  event, 
when,  the  nurse  sitting  on  the  floor,  and  stretching 
out  her  arms,  Charley  took  a  few  steps  alone  to  come 
to  her.  At  first  he  was  very  timid  in  the  use  of  his 
new  powers,  but  after  a  while  he  disdained  assistance, 
and  knowing  that  to  be  able  to  walk  is  the  very  best 
thing  in  the  world  to  him,  he  feels  that  each  visitor 
must  consider  it  equally  important. 

As  we  pass  our  Sub-Rosa  Ward  for  mothers  with 
nursing  babies,  we  see  a  bright,  pleasant  looking  woman 
holding  in  her  arms  her  five  weeks  old  baby  Roberta. 
The  child  looks  so  plump  and  healthy  that  only  her 
bandaged  lip  shows  that  she  has  passed  through  an 
operation  for  that  deformity,  so  distressing  in  its  severe 
forms,   Hare   Lip.     Remembering   the   high   rate  of 
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mortality  which  attends  such  operations,  we  feel  that 
an  important  element  in  this  success  has  been  our 
ability  to  take  the  mother  as  well  as  the  baby  into  our 
Wards,  and  so  avoid  the  risk  which  an  attempt  to 
wean  it  just  at  the  time  strength  was  most  needed 
would  have  undoubtedly  run. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  see  how  quickly  the  chil- 
dren rally  after  most  serious  surgical  operations,  how 
cheeks  grow  rosy,  wasted  limbs  fill  out,  and  though 
the  head  or  back  or  even  legs  may  be  encased  in  sur- 
gical dressing,  merry  laughter  is  the  rule  of  the  "  Zaidee 
Ward."  Here  is  little  Italian  Savona,  so  friendly  and 
interested  in  all  visitors,  so  glad  to  be  petted  and  fondled, 
though  as  yet  she  cannot  say  a  word  in  response.  Her  case 
is  a  typical  one  of  that  class  of  deformities  embracing 
bow  legs,  knock  knees  and  forms  of  spinal  disease 
which  are  so  disabling,  if  not  treated  in  early  life,  that 
they  often  render  a  child  quite  helpless.  Nine  of  these 
cases  were  treated  in  the  Babies'  Wards  within  a  few 
weeks,  most  of  whom  have  already  left  us,  cured. 
Little  Savona's  trouble  came  from  rickets,  and  was  a 
case  of  very  exaggerated  knock  knees,  growing  worse 
with  each  month.  The  operation  involved  for  her 
many  days  quiet  in  the  little  crib,  which  were  cheered 
by  kindly  visitors,  but  now  the  tiny  legs  are  as  "straight 
as  a  pipe  stem,"  and  Savona  goes  out  as  well  prepared 
as  other  children  to  take  her  part  in  the  battle  of 
life. 

The  Babies'  Wards  shelter  every  creed  and  nation- 
ality. That  empty  crib  was  occupied  by  Hungarian 
Johnny  till  yesterday,  when  his  mother  carried  him 
away  from  us,  using  all  her  tender  foreign  wiles  to 
pacify  the  sturdy  fellow  who  was  sobbing  out  in 
broken  English,  "No  want  to  go — no  want  to  go." 
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Some  months  ago  Johnny  was  brought  in,  a  nineteen 
months  old  baby,  one  of  the  many  who,  struggling  for 
a  breath  of  fresh  air  last  summer,  had  fallen  out  of 
the  window.  For  hours  he  lay  unconscious,  and  he 
had  never  taken  a  step  since,  while  a  large  swelling 
developed  on  the  hip,  causing  constant  pain.  His  father 
earned  seven  dollars  a  week  ;  there  were  five  children 
beside  Johnny,  who  slowly  wasted  away  till  some  kind 
neighbor  suggested  bringing  him  to  the  Hospital.  A 
careful  surgical  examination  showed,  among  other  com- 
plications, a  serious  abscess  which  was  draining  all  the 
child's  strength.  Operated  on,  Johnny  began  to  im- 
prove rapidly.  The  pathetic  wasted  look  soon  van- 
ished, while  an  appetite  developed  so  vigorous  that  a 
second  helping  at  dinner  could  never  be  prepared  by 
the  nurse  quickly  enough  to  quite  meet  his  desires. 
He  soon  began  to  laugh,  grew  very  friendly,  wanting 
to  shake  hands  continually,  and  left  us  cured  but  in 
tears,  though  the  smiles  were  not  far  off. 

Alas,  not  all  our  patients  recover  so  happily,  but 
if  time  allowed  us  to  give  the  letters  received  from 
mothers  pouring  out  their  gratitude  for  the  comforts 
their  poverty  could  not  command,  but  which,  in  the 
Babies'  Wards  have  surrounded  the  dying  hours  of  a 
loved  baby,  you  would  rejoice  with  us,  that  where  the 
best  skill  could  not  cure,  at  least  all  has  been  done 
that  science  and  tenderness  could  suggest  to  alleviate 
suffering. 

The  success,  medically  speaking,  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  during  the  year  1895  has  depended  so  largely 
on  the  most  skillful,  untiring  and  conscientious  daily 
work  of  our  attending  surgeons  and  physicians,  that 
we  cannot  express  too  strongly  our  gratitude  to  the 
men  who  have  given  such  a  proportion  of  their  busy 
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days  to  our  little  sufferers.  Their  constant  attendance 
has  enabled  us  to  say  truthfully  that  the  child  of  the 
millionaire  could  receive  no  better  medical  or  surgical 
care  than  was  given  last  year  in  the  Babies'  Wards 
free  to  the  child  of  the  poorest  rag-picker.  The  House 
Physicians  and  our  faithful  Head  Nurse  who  have  re- 
sponded so  cheerfully  to  the  incessant  calls  upon  them, 
deserve  our  warm  thanks,  while  on  the  conscientious 
work  of  both  day  and  night  nurses  the  lives  of  the 
children  often  hang.  The  sincerest  thanks  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  are  also  due  to  the  Country  Home  for 
Convalescent  Babies,  which  occupied  during  the  season 
a  cottage  at  Chappaqua.  This  Home  received  last 
summer,  free  of  all  charge,  over  seventy  of  our  little 
convalescents,  keeping  them  for  periods  varying  from 
two  weeks  to  four  months;  and,  in  an  immense  majority 
of  cases,  completing  the  cure  begun  here,  but  which 
could  not  have  been  hoped  for  if  we  had  been  obliged 
to  send  these  babies  back  to  their  tenement  house 
homes  in  the  fearful  heat  of  a  New  York  summer. 

The  great  work  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  during  the 
summer,  must  however  always  be  carried  on  in  the 
city,  as  it  is  the  only  Hospital  for  babies  then  open 
fully  equipped  for  the  instant  treatment  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  acute  cases  of  summer  diseases  in  which  the 
one  chance  of  cure  is  immediate  help. 

To  all  those  friends  who  have  given  beds  to  the 
Wards— or  entertainments  for  their  benefit — to  those 
faithful  women  who  have  worked  on  various  com- 
mittees— to  those,  who,  in  a  thousand  ways,  by  sub- 
scriptions or  donations,  by  sewing  classes,  by  gifts  of 
clothing,  toys,  delicacies,  etc.,  have  helped  us,  we  can 
only  say:  The  work  is  yours.  But  for  your  labor, 
your  liberality,  the  Babies'  Wards  could  not  have  suc- 
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ceeded.  And  yet  it  is  only  through  the  unrelaxing 
efforts  of  all  these  various  helpers,  that  we  can  main- 
tain our  present  high  standard,  and  endeavor  each 
year  to  advance  a  little  on  the  road  toward  that 
perfection  for  which  we  must  constantly  strive.  If 
the  work  and  support  of  these  friends  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  were  withdrawn,  in  a  single  year  the  gravest 
results  to  the  little  sufferers,  now  under  their  care, 
would  ensue. 

Believing,  however,  that  all  appeals  for  aid  or 
sympathy  should  be  based  on  good  work  economically 
done,  we  desire  to  make  here  a  short  financial  state- 
ment, as  several  articles  which  have  recently  appeared 
in  the  papers,  based  on  figures  entirely  incorrect,  are 
calculated  to  do  great  injury  to  the  work  so  near  our 
hearts.  The  expenses  per  diem  for  each  patient  in 
the  Babies'  Wards,  during  the  past  year,  including 
repairs,  wages,  rent  charged,  and  all  supplies,  have 
been  $1.27.  If  the  reports  of  the  various  Hospitals 
of  this  city  be  consulted,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
entire  daily  expenses  of  patients  (though  in  many 
cases  even  no  rent  is  charged)  range  from  $1.40  to 
$1.88.  Considering  the  very  large  number  of  nurses 
that  must  be  employed  for  Babies  work,  we  do  not 
believe  the  economical  administration  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  is  exceeded  by  any  institution  in  the  city,  and 
equalled  by  few.  We  now  receive  from  the  city  an 
allowance  of  38  cents  a  day  {iiot  $1.00  as  has  been  so 
generally  stated)  for  every  day's  treatment  given.  This 
allowance  was  secured  entirely  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  is  the  same  as  that  given 
by  the  city  to  the  excellent  Babies'  Hospital  on  Lex- 
ington Avenue,  and  much  less  than  that  given  many 
other  childrens'  institutions.   We  asked  for  this  allow- 
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ance  on  the  ground  that  since  hundreds  of  the  very 
poorest  children  of  this  city  are  treated  by  the  Babies' 
Wards  entirely  free  each  year,  many  saved  from 
growing  up  cripples,  blind,  hopeless  invalids,  a  charge 
as  paupers  on  the  State,  it  was  only  just  that  the 
city  should  give  a  small  proportion  (less  than  one- 
third)  of  the  actual  cost  of  caring  for  each  baby. 
This  leaves  us  with  89  cents  to  be  raised  from  private 
charity  for  each  day's  Hospital  treatment  given  in  the 
Wards,  which  with  the  number  of  children  cared  for 
last  year,  amounted  to  about  $10,000.  As  all  money 
for  endowed  beds  has,  to  this  date,  been  invested  in 
the  building,  at  least  $10,000  must  be  secured  each 
year,  which  is  accomplished  in  two  ways. 

ist  By  supported  beds  at  $200  annually,  of  which  in 
1895  we  had  twenty  six.  Several  of  these  beds,  how- 
ever, are  given  up  each  year  from  various  causes, 
change  of  residence,  often — alas — loss  of  money,  etc  , 
and  we  must  not  only  supply  their  places  annually, 
but  endeavor  to  secure  at  least  a  few  toward  the 
eighteen  beds  still  unsupported  and  so  greatly  needed. 
A  short  time  ago  there  were  one  day  fifty-five  cases 
in  the  Wards,  the  largest  number  ever  sheltered.  We 
therefore  appeal  most  earnestly  for  more  supported 
beds.  $200  in  money,  given  even  to  the  most  apparently 
deserving  applicant,  might  do  more  harm  than  good, 
but  the  gift  of  health  to  a  suffering  baby  is  the  wisest 
and  most  precious  that  can  be  offered,  while  if  cure  is 
not  always  possible,  is  it  not  our  highest  duty  to  alle- 
viate by  every  means  in  our  power  the  pathetic 
sufferings  of  those  little  ones,  who  without  the 
loving  refuge  of  the  Babies'  Wards  might  die  lack- 
ing every  comfort,  sometimes,  alas  !  even  a  mother's 
love. 
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2d.  From  subscriptions  and  donations.  We  therefore 
earnestly  request  from  those  countless  friends  who 
would  gladly  help  in  smaller  ways  subscriptions  or 
donations  to  our  Nursing  Fund.  Our  expenses  for 
nursing  alone  now  amount  to  over  $4,500  a  year.  Each 
year,  as  more  children  are  cared  for,  the  number  of 
nurses  must  be  increased.  The  entire  attention  of  one 
nurse  is  frequently  needed  for  a  very  sick  baby  during 
many  hours,  while  we  should  always  be  prepared  with 
extra  help  for  the  emergencies  so  frequently  arising. 
We  therefore  beg  each  one  to  lay  this  need  before  her 
friends,  remembering  that  the  smallest  gift  may  help 
to  save  a  baby  life.  All  money  should  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
A.  L.  Phillips,  Treasurer,  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Babies' 
Wards,  23  East  48th  Street. 

And  beside  all  money  aid  we  need  more  volunteer 
helpers.  Sewing-classes  must  be  interested  to  help  sup- 
ply the  very  large  amount  of  new  bedding,  toweling, 
clothing,  etc.,  used  each  year.  Much  writing  is  needed, 
new  branches  of  work  have  been  recently  undertaken, 
and  we  need  warm  hearted  conscientious  women  who 
will  give  regularly  an  hour  or  two  each  week.  Those 
willing  to  help  in  some  of  the  many  ways  offered  are 
requested  to  write  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  at  once.  We  believe  such  will  be  repaid  a 
hundred  fold  by  the  remembrance  that  they  have 
merited  our  Saviour's  reward,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  to  one  of  the  least  of  these  little  ones,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  Me." 

To  do  the  best  work  for  these  poor  dependent, 
suffering  babies  intrusted  to  our  care  requires  a  great 
faith.  There  are  beautiful  encouragements,  but  often 
discouragements,  as  we  think  of  the  wretched  homes 
to  which  the  children  we  have  so  tenderly  cared  for 
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must  sometimes  be  taken  back,  and  as  occasionally  a 
baby's  life  is  saved  and  yet  we  know  that  years  of 
suffering  may  lie  before  it. 

Let  us  remember,  however,  that  what  God  requires 
of  each  one  of  us  is,  that  we  should  do  the  duty  before 
us  in  the  very  b;st  way  possible,  and  leave  the  results 
to  Him. 

Let  us  remember  also  that 

"God  stoops  to  the  weak, 
'Tis  they  who  are  strongest,  have  farthest  to  seek 
Oh,  blessed  all  lives,  since  for  each  God  hath  use 
Despite  of  sin,  sorrow,  wrong  or  abuse."

As  the  Medical  Report  closes  with  October  ist  when 
several  of  the  Wards  were  closed  for  repairs,  the  num- 
ber then  contained  could  be  but  twenty 

On  December  31st,  49  patients  were  in  the  Wards. 

The  seemingly  large  number  of  deaths  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  curability  of  the  infant  is  not  considered 
on  its  admission.  If  it  can  be  made  more  comfortable 
during  its  last  days  it  is  received  into  the  Wards  as  a 
matter  of  humanity. 

As  a  full  classification  of  diseases,  surgical  opera- 
tions, etc.,  has  already  been  given  in  the  Post-Graduate 
Report,  only  the  summary  of  work  is  here  reported.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  COMMITTEE. 


The  chairman's  report  of  last  year's  work  was 
brought  up  to  January,  in  which  month  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Committee  should  raise  eleven  hundred  dollars 
for  the  furnishing  of  a  Country  Home  for  Convalescent 
Babies.  By  May  the  required  amount  had  been  raised 
by  individual  effort.  On  Thanksgiving  and  on  Christ 
mas  dinners  were  provided  for  the  nurses  and  children. 
A  Christmas  tree  was  given  by  a  friend  through  one  of 
the  members,  and  each  child  received  a  doll,  two  other 
nice  toys,  and  a  stocking  filled  with  candy.  A  Toy 
Committee  of  four  members  visits  the  Wards  every 
Wednesday,  when  all  the  torn  picture  books,  broken  dolls, 
etc.,  are  taken  away  and  the  toy  box  is  again  replen- 
ished. The  Sunbeam  bed,  supported  yearly  by  the  an- 
nual dues  of  the  members,  has  been  paid  for,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  the  Committee  should  undertake  the  sup- 
port of  a  second  bed  for  this  year. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


In  December,  1895,  it  was  resolved  to  reorganize  the 
Committee  ;  a  constitution  and  by-laws  were  drawn  up 
and  accepted,  and  the  name  was  changed  to  Sunbeam 
League.  The  new  officers  of  the  League  are  President, 
First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Corres- 
ponding and  Recording  Secretaries,  and  an  Executive 
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Committee,  composed  of  those  officers  with  four  other 
chairmen  of  committees.  The  objects  of  the  League 
are  :  To  visit  regularly  the  Babies'  Wards,  to  provide 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Entertainments  for  the 
nurses  and  children,  to  support  a  bed  by  annual  sub- 
scription, known  as  the  Sunbeam  Bed,  and  in  other 
ways  to  help  in  the  good  work  which  is  being  done  at 
the  Wards. 

Our  plans  for  the  future  are  not  formulated  as  yet, 
but  it  will  be  our  endeavor  to  increase  in  every  way  the 
interest  of  our  members  in  the  Babies'  Wards.
